DISTRUST OF FILIPINOS. 


Reasons for its Growth Among the 
Americans There. 
[ASSOCIATED PRESS NIGHT REPORT.] 


MANILA, Aug. 22. via Hongkong, 
Aug. 27.—[By Asiatic Cable.] Recent 
events have proved somewhat discour- 
aging to officials who are trying to ac- 
company war with a policy of concilia- 
tion. Two new municipal governments 
have collapsed through the treachery 
of the Mayors. Today the Mayor of 
San Pedro Macati, who was elected by 
the people under the direction of Prof. 
Dean Worcester of the United States 
Advisory Commission for the Philip- 
pines, was brought to Manila and 
lodged in jail. The United States offi- 
cers at San Pedro Macati found that he 
was using his office as a recruiting sta- 
tion for the Filipino army. Four dis- 
guised insurgent officers were helping 
him. The Mayor of Baliuag was also 
arrested and confined in the same 
prison. The Americans caught him 
passing between the lines of the two 
armies with incriminating documents 
which the authorities secured. Another 
prominent native is under surveillance. 

When the result of the election at 
Imus, which Gen. Lawton and Prof. 
Worcester engineered, was announced, 
the Americans inquired as to the where- 
abouts of the people’s choice, and were 
informed that he was in prison at Bili- 
bid. where the authorities had placed 
him on suspicion of being a revolution- 
He was released and installed as 
Mayor. Such events and conditions 
tend to give color to the assertion of 
foreign residents acquainted» with the 
native character, who insist that a 
great majority of the natives sympa- 
thize with the inrurgents, and elect 
officials whom they know to be revolu- 
tionists. 

For two weeks Manila has been po- 
liced at night with unusual vigilance. 
Apparently the authorities are expect- 
ing trouble. The real trend of affairs 
tends to make the policy of leniency 
unpopular among the Americans. When 
they abandoned Morong, they burned 
the whole town. 

Col. Smith of the Twelfth Infantry, 
who is in command at Angeles, is 
skeptical regarding Filipino friendship. 
Instead of allowing the natives to re- 
turn to the town, ag heretofore, he 
has ordered his troops to shoot all men 
trying to pass the lines, and to turn 
back the women and children. He 
recently gave the “amigos” in the town 
an opportunity to prove their pro- 
fessed friendship, putting them to work 
at digging trenches and cleaning 
streets, but this only displeased them. 

The foremost citizen of Angeles, a 
lawyer who had welcomed the Ameri- 
cans with a great show of cordiality, 
was found communicating with the in- 
surgents. The Americans promptly 
marched him off to San Fernando to 
stand trial. 

A FLYING VISIT.

Gen. Joubert Admits There is 
Danger — Prisoners Removed 
from Johannesburg—Portuguese 

at Lorenzo Marquez Alarmed. 
Col. Baden-Powell Recruiting. 


. [BY DIRECT WIRE TO THE TIMES. ] 

LONDON, Aug. 27.—'Exclusive Dis- 
patch.] The Transvaal situation seems 
in a most critical state, and as events 
develop, they seem to add to the in- 
tensity .of feeling. Johannesburg 
seems uncompromising and jirm; the 
failure of the Raad to abolish the dyn- 
amite monopoly is regarded as a step 
forward to war, and the situation at 
Lorenzo. Marquez is regarded as dan- 
gerous. 

In a speech at Johannesburg today, 
Gen. Joutert said he hoped that mat- 
ters would be settled, but he could not 
say there would be peace when there 
wes danger. He might have to gay 
“Keep awake.” He added that if the 
people of Johannesburg or London 
thought the Transvaol was giving in 
thre-*h fear or weakness, they were 
mistaken. He would, however, seek 
peace until the first shot was fired. 

Prisoners who were serving long sen- 
tences in Johannesburg have been re- 
moved to Potchefstroom, in order to 
avoid trouble with them in event of 
war. 

A dispatch to the Daily Mail from 
Lorenzo Marquez says that the’ sen- 
tries there have been doubled, owing 
to fears that the Boers will make some 
attempt to gain possession of the arms 
and ammunition which were recently 
seized by the Portuguese authorities. 
The streets are patrolled by -troops 
with drawn swords. Many arrests have 
been made of persons who are gsus- 
pected of being concerned in a plot to 


seize the munitions of war. The British 
warship ‘lartar is lying about 1200 
feet from the Portuguese warship In- 
dia, on which the seized munitions are 


detained. Many horses and mules are 


arriving for the Portuguese. 

Col. Baden-Powell, who was sent to 
Buluwayo to recruit volunteers, has 
met with marked success. He has 
raised two regiments of mounted rifles, 
‘and the formation of gun detachments 
is progressing rapidly. There ore many 
volunteers for the cavalry. There is 
an abundance of material without 
drawing on police or miners. 

Business is at a standstill in all the 
larger Transvaal cities, and there 1s 


great distress among the poorer classes. 


THE LAST STRAW. 
[ASSOCIATED VRESS NIGHT REVPORT.] 
LONDON, Aug. 27.—There is little 
fresh news from South Africa, but it 
is announced that the Governor of Na- 
tal has refused to allow the transit of 
empty cartridge cases intended for the 
Transvaal. 

The Pretoria correspondent of the 
Daily Chronicle declares that Presi- 
dent Kruger’s concessions are so far- 


reaching that it is doubtful whether: 


the Burghers will ratify them. He 
thinks it more likely that they will 
demand Kruger’s resignation, and the 
appointment of a younger man, prob- 
able Schalk W. Burger, a non-official 
member of the Legislative Council of 
the Transvaal. 

All the morning papers comment 
upon the seriousness of the situation, 
as revealed Saturday at Birmingham 
by the speech of Joseph Chamberlain, 
Secretary of State for the Colonies. 

The Times says: “Such a delicate 
situation cannot be protracted. We be- 
lieve that within the last few days the 
final arrangements of the general di- 
rection of the expedition which will be 
necessary in the event of a rupture, 
have been completed at the War Of- 
fice.”’

Notable Speech by Kitchener at the 
Atbara-bridge Opening.

CAIRO, Aug. 27.—[By African Cable.] 
In the course of his speech yesterday at 
the opening of the Atbara bridge, which 
was constructed by a Philadelphia 
firm, after competition with British 
firms for the contract, the Sirdar, Lord 
Kitchener of Khartoum, said: 

“The construction of this magnificent 
bridge, I think, may fairly be consid- 
ered a record achievement. So far as 
the failure of the effort to place the 
construction order in England is con-

RENNES, Aug. 27.—[By Atlantic Ca- 
ble.] The Government has decided to 
prosecute the Eclair for the publication 
of the “Canaille de D—~” document, 
one of the documents secretly commu- 
nicated to the Dreyfus court-martial 
of 1894, and which as been shown not 
to refer to Dreyfus at all. But the-ob- 
ject of the Government is to discover 
who communicated it: to the Eclair. 
The assumption is that the communi- 
cation was made by Col. Paty du Clam, 
or possibly Gen. Gonse. The publication 
was. three years ago, but under the 
law prosecution can be maintained at 
amy time during the following five 
years. 

This evening it-was rumored that the 
government has also decided to ar- 
rest Gen. Mercier, but the rumor is not 
confirmed. Last evening a report was 
in circulation that Mercier had fled 
to the Island of Jersey, but this story 
proved to be without foundation. Early 
this morning the gendarmes were still 
posted outside of the residence of Gen. 
St. Germain, military commander of 
this district, with whom Gen. Mercier 
has been staying during the.trial. Their 
presence indicated that he was ‘still 
there, and in reply to questions, they 
declared that they had not seen him 
leave the grounds. 

This afternoon Mercier was undoubt- 
edly at home, althotash he declined to 
receive callers. No one who has studied 
his character and methods believes 
that the general would flee at the pros- 
pect of arrest. He has altogether too 
much doggedness in his composition. 
Gen. St. Germain’s house is in one of 
the suburbs of Renfines.

ANOTHER SCULPTOR DEAD. 


G. Turina Overworks Himself 0n the 

Dewey Arch. 

[ASSOCIATED PRESS NIGHT REPORT.] 

NEW YORK, Aug. 27.—G.. Turina, a 
prominent sculptor who had been em- 
ployed for some days on the Dewey 
triumphal archnow under construc- 
tion, died suddenly at his home today. 
Turina had been modeling a statue of 
Paul Jones, the past week, and in or- 
der to complete the statue he had been 
working extremely hard. He intended 
to continue his labors today and rose 
early. Almost immediately he staggered 
across the room and fell. In a few mo- 
ments he was dead. 

Turina, who was 60 years of age, was 
born in Verona, Italy. He studied sculp- 
ture in Milan. and in Rome. In 1866 he 


was; a volunteer in Garibaldi’s army.. 


He camé to New York in 1867. Among 
his principal works are the bust of 
Leo XIII, now in the Vatican at Rome; 
the statue of Garibaldi, in Washing- 
ton Square, this city; the equestrian 
statue of Gen. Bolivar in Central Park, 
and a statue of Mazzani. : 
It will be remembered that Caspar 
Buberl, the sculptor, fell dead two 
weeks ago in this city, while making 
a medallion of Capt. Lawrence for the 
Dewey arch. 


“COLORADO FOREST FIRES. 


Great Loss of Timber—Town of Deer 
Creek Threatened. 
[ASSOCIATED PRESS NIGHT REPORT.] 


DENVER (Colo.,) Aug.  27.—Forest 
fires, which, it is thought, were started 
from campfires, are raging on.the foot- 
hills near the entrance to Platte Cafion, 
about twenty miles south of here. The 
fire started five miles up the cafion, 
and burned over the mountains on both 
sides of the cafion, and is now de- 
vastating the timber section along the 
foothills, 

There are a’ number of ranches in 
the vicinity, end several of them have 
been slightly damaged by the fire. At 
one time today they were threatened 
with destruction, The town of Deer 
Creek was also in danger; but the wind 
changed its course, and drove the 
flames back to the hills.

AMERICANS IN JAPAN 


THEIR HOSPITALITY TO THE 
TROOPS REMARKABLE. 


Forty or Fifty Families at Yoko. 
hama Undertake the Task of 
Feeding and Entertaining 
Ten Thousand Soldiers. 


Speedy Trial of the Sherman’s En- 
gineer and Progress of a Mur. 
der Case Show Courts in 
Favorable Light. 


Jajanese Capacity for Democratic 
Institutions Severely Tested—A 
City Council Attacked by 
Jinriksha Men, 


[ASSOCIATED PRESS NIGHT REPORT. ] 

YOKOHAMA, Aug. 11.—[Wired from 
Victoria (B. C.,) Aug. 27.) Papers of 
last week, both native and foreign, 
have been filled with rumors of the 
alliance of some sort between China 
and Japan. Among the best-informed 
little credence is given to popular 
rumors. At the srme time, it is 
known that important negotiations of 
some sort are going on between the 
two governments. Conjoined with the 
gossip about China, it is but natural 
that there should be reports of strained 
relations between Japan and Russia. 
The time is not yet ripe, however, for 
Japan, even with China to aid her, to 
try conclusions with her northern foe. 

The foreign community. here is 
watching with eager interest the first 
murder trial of a foreigner in the 
Japanese courts. Though there is no 
doubt of the guilt of the accused, an 
American named Miller, curiosity is 
by the oppor- 
tunity thus early given to note the 
rulings of the judge and the method 
of. procedure. The conduct of the 
trial has been exceedingly dignified 
and fair, and in the opinion of a 
leading foreign barrister, will prove 
to be far more efficient in securing a 
just verdict than could be possible 
under the old system. The promptness 
with which the aecused was brought 
to bar, and the entire absence of any 
disposition to delay proceedings, ex- 
cites -favorable comment, and goes far 
toward allaying foreign fears of orien- 
tal dilatoriness. 

Another Assurance to the same effect 
was given in. the speedy trial and ac- 
quittal of the engineer of the United 
States transport Sherman, who was ar- 
rested for larceny. This caSe is nota- 
ble as being the solitary instance of 
police interference with anyone con- 
nected with the American troops pass- 
ing through here. Five ‘thousand have 
now come and gone, roaming through 
the streets of Yokohama and Tokio for 
an average of two days without caus- 
ing a tipple of disturbance. 

The American community here is 
small, but it is intensly American. 
The task which it has undertaken in 
connection with the passage of Ameri- 
Cah troops is all sufficient to prove 
its ardent patriotism. ‘or sorne forty 
er fifty families, hardly enough to 
make up a smail ‘country village, to 


way an army of 10,000 is something 
never before known in the annals of 
hospitality. “Yet half of this task is 
already accomplished, and the devoted 
hosts are full of pluck and energy. 
to pursue it to the end. They feel 
amply repaid by the unbounded grati- 
tude of the soldiers, while even the 
Japanese have been taught a new les- 
son in patriotism. 

The Japanese capacity for demo- 
cratic institutions is being just now Be- 
verely tested. Party feeling has led to 
the necessity of surrounding with a 
heavy guard one of the political lead- 
ers on a tour through the northern 
provinces, and @ lively battle, in which 
one man was fatally injured, was the 
result. Here in Yokohama the trouble 
is not so much political as social. The 
jinriksha men are putting in @ protest 
against the adoption of electric rail- 
ways, and last evening their protest 
took the form of a direct assault upon 
the City Council, then in session. Only 
the interference of a large force of, po- 
lice prevented serious trouble. 

The Hon. Kentaro Kaniko, the first 
Japanese to receive the honorary de- 
greé of LL.D. from Harvard University, 
isc expected to arrive here on the 15th 
inst., on his return on the Empress of 
India.

Russinn Cossacks Expel ‘British 
Workmen at Hankow. 
[ASSOCIATED PRESS NIGHT REPORT.] 

SHANGHAI, Aug. 27.—[By Asiatic 
Coble.] As the outcome of a dispute 
regarding the ownership of some lands 
at Hankow, on the Yang-tse-Kiang, 
about seven hundred miles from the 
sea, which were purchased in 1863 by 
the concern of Jardine, Matheson & 
Co., but were subseauently included in 
the new concessions to Russia, the 
owners, under the advice and protec- 
tion of Hurst, the British Consul, sent 
workmen to fence in the tract. After 
the work was begun, a dozen Cossacks 
from the Russian Consulate appeared 
on the scene and forcibly ejected the 
workmen.

BOOM FOR CASCADE. 
Reported Discovery of Rich Ore 
on Canadian Pacific Extension,

MINNBAPOLIS, Aug. 27.—A Tacoma, 
Wash., special to the Times says that 
while grading on the Canadian Pacific 
extension in British Columbia, Con- 
tractors McKenzie and Mann have un- 
covered great ledges of ore, running 
high in copper, gold and silver.

CONVENT BURNED. 


REPORT THAT MANY CHILDREN 
PERISHED AT SPARKILL. 


Over Five Hundred Inmates in St, 
Anne’s When the Fire Broke Out 
This Morning — Standard Oil 
Works at Whiting, Ind., in 
Flames—Three Men Hurt. 


[ASSOCIATED PRESS NIGHT REPORT.] 
 SPARKILL (N. Y.,) Avg. 28.—Fire 
this morning destroyed St. Anne’s Con- 
vent here, and it is reported that many 
children have been burned to death. 
There were upwards of 500 occupants in 
the building when the fire broke out. 

The children, clad in their night- 
robes, could be seen falling backward 
into the furnace of flame and smoke, 
while the shrieks of the dying could be 
heard above the crackle of the devour- 
ing flames. Some of the children -were 
erippled for life by jumping from the 
windows. Many of the sisters also 
were injuréd, while others lost their 
lives heroically while trying to rescue 
their charges. 

Although the service of the fire appa- 
ratus from neighboring places been 
promptly rendered, the engines arrived 
too late to be effective in caving life 
or property. The fire started on the 
upper floor of the three-story building. 
Nearly three hundred of the occupants 
of the: convent occupied rooms on this 
floor, and all the dormitories were 
lighted with kerosené lamps. There is 
little doubt that the fire was caused by 
the explosion of one of these lamps. 

The fire spread rapidly upward and 
burned through the shingle roof of the 
building in two places. At the time of 
the discovery, the fire had made such 
progress that’ the sisters could not 
awaken the hundreds of their children 
under their care, marshal them in or- 
der and match them from the building, 
as were their practice at fire drills. 
Many of the little victims were suffo- 
cated in their sleep.” — 


LATEST PARTICULARS. 
[A. P. EARLY MORNING REPORT.] 

NEW YORK, Aug. 28.—A special to 
the World from Nyack says: | 

“Fire was discovered. in the large 
Boys’. and Girls’ Orphan Asylum. con- 
nected with» St..,Anne’s 
Sparkill, Grange county: at 1 a.m. to- 
day (Monday,) ‘but not before the en-' 
tire structuré, a frame building, was’ 
wrapped in flames. Many of the .in- 
mates, children, were burned and suf- 
focated, it was reported early this 
morning. 

“The exact number of the dead could 
not be told at 3:15 a.m., when the first 
dispatches reached this city. George 
A. Martine of Sparkill, one of those 
who. discovered the fire, telephoned to 
Nyack for assistance. The Mazeppa 
engine company responded from that 
place. Eight doctors also went to the 
asylum from Nyack. 

“A request for aid was also _ tele- 
phoned from Piedmont, and the Empire 
éngine company was dispatched to the 
scene of the fire. Piedmont this 
side of Nyack, and both engines with 
their complements of fire fighters ar- 
rived at about the same time. 

“The asylum, which is conducted by 
the Sisters of Mercy, had about 1000 
children, It was a long frame build- 
ing, three stories high, The. flames 
were not discovered until the whole 
building was one mass of fire. The 
children had scant chance for escape. 
Special trains over the new Jersey 
Northern Railroad were rushed to the 
nearest railroad station. The asylum 
is situated between Sparkill and Or- 
angeburg. The scenes at the con- 
flagration were heartrending. 


STANDARD OIL ABLAZE. 


Immense Tanks at Whiting, 
Seized by Flames. 

[ASSOCIATED PRESS NIGHT REPORT.) 

CHICAGO, Aug. 27.—A_ destructive 
fire occurred at the Standard Oil refin- 
eries at Whiting tonight, caused by a 
leak in one of the stills. A few min- 
utes after the fire broke out there was 
a terrific explosion, and the flames 
spread rapidly to the immense tanks 
containing 2200 barrels of partially re- 
fined oil. At the present time it looks 
as though the eight remaining tanks 
will be consumed. The loss so far is 
estimated at $100,000.

A PROFITABLE INVESTMENT. 

Typ TIMES was an ardent advocate

In fact, the result has exceeded 
the anticipations even of the most 
Sanguine. There are still quite a 
number of N.E.A. visitors in Los 
Angeles, and business men agree that 
the impetus to local trade which was 
given by the gathering is stil! evi- 
denced, to a marked extent. 

When the subject of the gathering 
was first under discussion, it was 
claimed by many who were appealed 
to for financial assistance that the 
direct benefits to be derived from the 
gathering would be confined to a few 
classes of busi such as the hotels, 
jodging-houses, frestaurants and trans- 
portation companies. The fallacy of 
such a narrow view is easily apparent, 
and has been fully proved by the re- 
sult. The large amount of money put 
fnto circulation, principally through 
the channels indicated, is gradually 


finding its way into every branch of. 


local trade. One might suppose, for 
instance, that if any line of business 
should fail to benefit by such a 
gathering as the N.E.A. Convention 
it would be the seedmen, whose trade 
lies with permanent residents. Yet 
the seedmen report that they have 
seldom had such good trade as they 
are enjoying at present, and they are 
inclined to attribute this largely to 
the money brought into rown by the 
teachers, which is now finding its way 
into second and third hands. 

Thus, we see that such a gathering 
as the N.E.A. Convention is not only 
an immense adlvertfsement for Los 
Angeles, benefiting us, indirectly, to 
the extent of hundreds of thousands 
of dollars, but is also a _ direct 
stimulus to trade. The experience 
that we have gained through this 
gathering should make it easier work 
in the future for those who are charged 
with collecting the necessary funds 
for similar entertainments.

EXPORTS AND IMPORTS OF MANUFAC- 
TURES. 


The Dingley tariff has been in 
operation about two years. During 
that time there has been a remark- 
able increase in our exports of man- 
ufactured goods, and an almost equiv- 
alent decrease in our imports of sim- 
ilar classes of goods. The exports of 
manufactured goods for the fiscal year 
1898-99, ended June 30, were nearly 
double the exports for any fiscal 
vear in the nation’s history, under a 
free-trade or tariff-for-revenue law. 

The free-trade theory that a protec- 
tive tariff reduces exports as well as 
imports is clearly disproved by the 
figures of actual business in this line 
during the last two fiscal years. The 
statistics in support of this assertion, 
given below, are from an_ afticle 
which appeared recently the 


Brooklyn Eagle, a free-trade Demo- 


cratic journal, which would certainly 
not be inclined, under any circum- 
tances, to manipulate or misquote 
figures so as to aid the cause of Re- 
publicanism and_ protection. The 
figures are extremely interesting in 
themselves, but are all the more so 
as coming from a free-trade source. 
The Brooklyn Eagle’s article is, in 
part, as follows: 

“Imports of manufactures in 1899 
were nearly $100,000,000 less than in 
1890, while exports of manufactures 
were nearly $200,000,000 more than in 
1890. 

“Manufactures in 1899 formed a 
larger percentage of our total ex- 
ports than in any preceding year. 
During the last half of the year this 
was especially true, in some months 
the exports of manufactures. being 
more than 33 per cent. of the total 
exports, while for the entire year they 
were 28.13 per cent. of the total ex- 
ports, against 26.87 per cent. in 1897, 
23.14 per cent. in 1895, 21.14 per cent. 
in 1894, 19.37 per cent. in 1891, 18.99 
per cent. in 1889, 16.69 per cent. in 
1883 and 12.48 per cent. in 1880. Dur- 
ing the last half of the fiscal year 
1899 exports of manufactures aver- 
aged fully $30,000,000 per month, and 
during the entire year averaged 
more than $1,000,000 for each busi- 
ness day. 

“The following table shows the im- 
ports and exports of manufactures in 
each year from 1890 to 1899:

These figures are compiled from 
official sources, and are therefore re- 
liable. They certainly make a _ fre- 
markable showing, and furnish a 
strong argument for the policy of 
tariff protection, for which the Re- 
publican party, and the present ad- 
ministration in particular, will gladly 
stand sponsor. 

It has been charged by our free- 
trade friends that the large increase 
of our total exports under the Ding- 
ley tariff was due to the bountiful 
crops of the past two or three years, 
the failure of European crops, and 
the consequently large demand for 
our agricultural products abroad. 
But the above table does not deal 
with agricultural exports and_ im- 
ports. It deals exclusively with those 
of manufactured commodities; hence 
this lame contention does not apply. 

The truth is that our manufacturers 
have been encouraged by the pro 
tection of,their home market, which 
the tariff gave them, to push their 
products more vigorously in foreign 
markets. That this encouragement 
has not been in vain is amply demon; 
strated by the above compilation of 
figures by a free-trade newspaper.

SCHOOL CHILDREN’S SAVINGS. 

Chicago has an organized . Penny 
Savings Society among its 
school children, the first annual re- 
port of which shows penny deposits 
amounting to $43,300 in the year, with 
withdrawals amounting to $31,949.76, 
leaving. a balance of $11,350.25, with 
which to take up the stamps of the 
society outstanding. Some remark- 
able results of this showing are the 
closing up of several candy stores in 
the immediate neighborhood of the 
schools, and a startling check to the 
gum-chewing habit and the health- 
destroying practice of eating the in- 
digestible trash usually for 
school children’s luncheons. 

“We now have 100 schools inter- 
said H. 
Gross, secretary of the organization, 
“and there is no reason why every 
teacher in public schools cannot 
take up the work of interesting chil- 
dren. to save their money. The sgo0- 
ciety has ‘accomplished as much in 
Chicago in one year as it did. in New 
York in three years, and there is no 
reason why it cannot continue to be 
as successful in the future as it has 
been in the past.” 


But the most desirable result of 
such a step is the development, in 
the child, of the thrifty, saving habit. 
Conscientious and careful parents 
dread the inconsiderate kindness of 
relatives and friends of the family 
in giving money to children, and 
often the worst moral results ensue 
from this questionable practice. If 
through theauthoritative channel of the 
school officials this inherent wasteful 
tendency can be converted into thrift 
based on a sense of responsibility and 
accountability, the greatest nossible 
good must result. The national sin, 
that cries to theaven, especially in 
foreign countries, is the spendthrift 
tendency and all the ills that follow 
in its train, and it is morally certain 
that a close analysis of all our na- 
tional shortcomings will show this 
tendency to be a prime factor in their 
existence. The Penny Savings Society 
is the antidote for some of these dis- 
agreeable things, and the vehicle 
wherein a host of helpful substitutes 
may be brought to replace them. 
Thrift begets conscious responsibility 
and thus fosters truth, the brightest 
of all virtues. Truth interwoven in 
the politieal creeds and daily lives of 
the coming generation will do more 
for patriotism and national supremacy 
than any other possible constituent of 
character. The brightest as well as 
the pleasantest annals of the race are 
those wherein the conflict and victory 
of truth over error are recorded. This 
line of argument could be followed in- 
definitely and always with effective 
conclusions in its favor, 

Would it not be well, then, if those 
charged with the care of our youth 
would for a time drop the official 
bickerings so hurtful to the schools 
and to those .who. engage in them, 
and take up this modern solution of 
an ancient problem, and out of a 
united counsel evolve some method of 
introducing. this or some _ kindred 
means of saving among the children 
of Los Angeles?

EV. ROBDPRT BURDEITE 
preached at the First Presbyterian 
Church in Pasadena Sunday morn- 
ing from John i, 38: “Master, where 
dwellest thou?’ He said, in part: 

“At the fords of the Jordan, the 
prophet of the: kingdom, looking upon 
the thronging multitudes that came to 
his baptism from ‘Jerusalem, and all 
Judea, and all the region round about 
Jordan,’ rested his eyes upon one fig- 
ure that to this day and through all 
time stands out clear and distinct 
among earth’s many millions, and look- 
ing upon Jesus as He walked, ‘bare 
record that this is the Son of God,’ ex- 
claiming, ‘Behold, the 
which taketh away the sin of the 
world!’ Two of the Babtist’s disciples 
heard Him speak, and turning, thgy 
followed Jesus. 

“No man ever turned toward God 
without beholding His face. Jesus at 
once turns and speaks to the disciples, 
‘What seek ye?’ They said unto him, 
‘Master, where dwellest thou?’ Fol- 
lowing Him they abode that day where 
He dweit, and so followed Him all their 
pilgrim days 
of death. into the eternal morning of 
life. 

Fif- 
teen hundred years before these dis- 
ciples asked the question, the patriarch 
of Uz, his tortured body quivering 
with the agony of the fires through 
which he walked, cried out, ‘Oh, that 
I knew where I might find Him!

Him; on the left hand, where He doth 
work, but I cannot behold Him; He 
hideth Himself on the right hand that ] 
cannot see Him.’

"Growth Unto Salvation.” 
ESTERDAY morning at the First 
Christian Church, Rev. A. C. 


Smither preached upon “Growth 
Unto Salvation,’’ from the text, “As 
new-born babes long for the spiritual 
milk which is without guile that ye 
may grow thereby unto salvation.” 

“Growth is a characteristic of things 
material and spiritual,’’ said the speak- 
er. “In the Christian life there is a 
growth from spiritual infancy, from 
that place in spiritual experience where 
man been begotten of incorrupti- 
ble seed, even the word of God which 
liveth and abideth. There is thus 
planted in the human heart the divine 
nature, and there is begun in him the 
divine life; for Christianity is but the 
growth of the divine life in man. In 
order that there may be growth, that 
one May not always remain in spiritual 
helplessness and infancy, God has pro- 
vided spiritual milk which is the word 
of God. In the mother’s milk is found 
& marvelous adaptation to the needs 
and wants of the infant child. In the 
word of God is found wondrous adapta- 
tion to the genuine need of the child 
of the Heavenly Father. God adapted 
this spiritual food to the need of the 
new-born life in His child. This food 
is ‘without guile,’ without any admix- 
ture of error or false teaching or the 
adulterations of men. It is fresh from 
the hand of God and ministers to the 
growth of the human soul. Further- 
more, it is spiritual; coming from God, 
who is spirit, this word is of like nature 
and contributes to the spiritual de- 
velopment of man’s spiritual nature. It 
is but natural then that men should 
grow into God likeness when subsisting 
upon such spirit-growing nourishment. 
Each tree produces after its kind. 
Here the spiritual seed and food-are 
productions of spiritual life. 

“The great end to be attained by 
such nourishment is that the soul of 
man may grow thereby unto salvation. 
The ‘aws of growth obtaining elsewhere 
hol(#:z00d here. The spiritual nature of 
man goes on widening and expanding 
under thesmarvelous touch of the di- 
vine life, and the everwidening years 
of God, offer a legitimate sphere in 
which the soul shall be unfolded into 
the perfect likeness of Him who made 
man in His own image. There shall 
be a growth from ignorance into knowl- 


divine teaching. There is a growth 
from low ideals of conduct and char- 
acter into. the ideals portrayed by the 
Son of God. No character is greater 
than its ideals. There will be develop- 
ment in devotion to God, in consecra- 
tion to the high and holy purposes of 
God in Christ Jesus. The ultimate re- 
sult of such growth will be our final 
salvation; our deliverance from the 
love, the power, the practice and the 
penalty of sin and our growth into the 
higher life of God as manifested in the 
land of undying day. What emphasis 
should be put upon the word of God in 
its work in the Christian economy.”

Yet 
how often has it erred. It is an earthen 
vessel, holding precious treasure, in- 
deed, but oh, how frail! The honor of 
the church is sometimes as dangerous 
as the fear of men. . Still others have 
regard only to the verdict of their own 
individual conscience. We stand con- 
tinually at the bar of our own private 
judgment. Yet to approve ourselves to 
ourselves is not enough, for the man 
that trusteth in his own heart is a fool. 
We do not know all, even about our- 
selves. Our conceptions are partial and 
limited. 

“But the spiritual man has another, a 
better, the highest ideal to find favor 
in the sight of Him who knoweth all: 
who condemneth the evil, approveth the 
good and blesseth the faithful. We 
have one supreme, eternal Judge and 
Lord, before whose bar our character 
and service pass in review. It is not 
safe for us to judge one another, nor 
even ourselves, except in the light of 
His throne. Our one supreme and sat- 
isfying aim should be to please Him.”

HE’S UP TO TRICKS. 


BOUNDARY QUESTION, 


Secures a Postponement of the Next 
- Meeting of the Joint High Com- 
mission Until After the Canadian 
Elections—May Be Allowed Free 
Ports. 


[BY DIRECT WIRE TO THE TIMES.] 

WASHINGTON, Aug. 27.—[Exclusive 
Dispatch.] There will be no meeting of 
the Canadian Joint High Commission 
until November. It had been the pur- 
pose of the commissioners to reassem- 
ble in September. The agreement to 
delay the meeting until November has 
been reached by correspondence among 
the members, and.is in accord with, the 
personal desire cf Premier Laurier, 
who thereby hopes, it is said, to carry 
out a shrewd stroke in politics in Can- 
ada. 

There is growing discontent in the 
Canadian Liberal party. Laurier rea- 
sons that he can prevent the threat- 
ened disintegration and cement its 
membership into closer sympathy with 
the administration if he pursues the 
policy of “waving the bloody suirt.” 
Thus he is asserting that the Canadian 
members of the Joint High Commission 
will not yield a jot} to the demands of 
the United States, even if the alterna- 
tive is war. He expects his party to 
support him in this contention, and 
thus to become solidified when the fall 
elections are held. By postponing a 
meeting until November, the Canadian 
elections to be held in October will 
have been passed, and Lauriér, 1 his 
plans prove successful, will have been 
victorious. When the commissioners 
reassemble, it is understood upon high 
authority that there will be mutual 
concessions and an early agreement. 
As a condition precedent to this agree- 
ment, Canada will be granted free 
ports at Lynn Canal and Pyramid 
Harbor. This will be done, however, 
without formal recognition of sover- 
eignty on the part of either Canada or 
the United States, and the final deter- 
mination of the disputed boundary 
question, which hinges upon the occu- 
pation and ownership of these ports, 
will be postponed until after the Presi- 
dential election in the United States. 
Save the one point of free ports, it 
is stated upon authority that oll mat- 
ters of difference under consideration 
by the Joint High Commission “may 
be settled easily by mutual agreement. 
This settlement, in all probability, will 
provide for the admission of free lum- 
ber from Canada, in return for grant- 
ing to American boats fishing privileges 
in Canadian waters, and the admission 
free into either country of the coal 
of the other country. |

CHICAGO CONFERENCE MAY BE 
WEIGHTY. 


Thirteen Governors and Seventeen 
Attorney-Generals Will Attend 
and Twenty-six States Be 

Represented, 


The United States Industrial and 
Interstate Commerce Commis- 
sions Will Attend in a Body, 
Individual Delegates, 


Democratic Workers Assembling at 
Zanesville, 0.—Committees to 
Report When Convention 
Opens—Contests Likely, . 


[ASSOCIATED PRESS NIGHT REPORT. ] 

NEW YORK, Aug. 27.—The Gov- 
ernors of twenty-six States are an- 
nounced as having appointed delega- 
tions to attend the conferences on 
trusts by the Civic Federation of Chi- 
cago, called to meet in that city Sep- 
tember 13-16. The call states the object 
to be purely educational and strictly 
non-partisan, the Committee on Ar- 
rangements being composed of men of 
different political faiths and repre- 
senting all sides of the problem toa be 
discussed. 

The subject for discussion is trusts 
and combinations, their. uses and 
abuses, railway, labor,’ industrial and 
commercial. It is stated by the promot- 
ers that the United States Industriel 
Commission has arranged to attend the 
convention in a body, and that the In- 
terstate Commerce Commission has 
also accepted and will participate in 
the conference. Somie of the States 
named as having appointed delegations 
and the names of chairman thereof are 
as follows:

needs in that section, and that the new 
crop of oranges is exceptionally fine 
and plentiful. It has required much 
time and many hundreds of dollars to 
make this result certain, but the class 
of business men resident there believe 
in expending labor and dollars to ob- 
tain lasting good. The digging-for- 
water crusade has long been a very 
active factor at Covina and, at last, 
her people can rest content with their 
ambitions won, In order that these 
things may be gauged at their true 
value it is only necessary to price cit- 
rus land about that section. . 

. The Coast press is in unison on the 
subject of bad roads and the pressing 
need for action looking to their im- 
provement. In some sections certain 
supplies cannot be delivered because 
horses are unable to travel the roads 
and haul loads. The approach of the 
rainy season makes it imperative that 
those who are charged with the care of 
roads should plan for needed relief from 
present business-paralyzing conditions, 
and that shall insure good travel for, 
at least, one year. The immediate 
vicinity of Los Angeles is almost im- 
passible in many directions for a loaded 
‘wagon, while driving for pleasure is 
out of the question. Prosperity that 
does not bring good roads will be a 
doubtful quantity. 

Visalia’s jail is primed with able- 

bodied vagrants, and all the country 
for 200 miles about there is crying for 
help to gather the several crops. There 
must be structural weakness in any 
law that permits such unnatural con- 
ditions. The ‘‘bogie’’ cries of 
tuary Law” and “Class Legislation” 
must, sooner or later, be forced to give 
Place to a healthy penal statute that 
will rid this State of the greatest curse 
able-bodied vagrants who will not 
work—and free the toiling producer 
from the consuming fear of lack of 
help, and the real terrors of loss from 
that cause. Thousands upon thousands 
of zood acres have been sown with 
much more faith in the erratic rain- 
fall, than a long-suffering experience 
made possible in men to gather the 
harvest. This ought not to be. 


There is one case in which figures do 
not lie, and that is in tax rates as 
paid by property-owners; and, judged 
by that standard, Pomona is especially 
favored above many Southern Cali- 
fronia towns, being taxed just $1 per 
each $100 of assessed valuation, on a 
total assessment that has been  en- 
hanced in the past year nearly $200,- 
000. This is a certificate of real prog- 
res® which all the world accepts as 
genuine, and the market value of 
which even croakers cannot impugn. 
The cares, labors, undertakings and ab- 
solute faith in their section, invested 
by the people of Pomona will bring like 
results and conditions to others. A con- 
scientious, step-by-step progress, over- 
coming obstacles as they were pre- 
sented, making the good of the many 
the business of the many, has wrought 
this remarkable result. It furnishes ae 
worthy object lesson for others.

' HEAD OF THE NATION. 


HOW THE PRESIDENT PASSED A 
SUNDAY AT PITTSBURGH. 


Arose Early and Looked Over Im- 
portant Mail — Stroll With Mrs, 
McKinley and Mrs. Piteairn. 
Church, a Drive, Dinner and 
Early Retirement. 


[ASSOCIATED PRESS NIGHT REPORT.} 

PITTSBURGH, Aug. 27.—President 
and Mrs. McKinley spent their Sunday 
rather quietly, nothing of special note 
transpiring to make the day materially 
different from a rest-day at their 
Washington home. The President, car- 
rying out his usual custom, arose at 
7 o’elock and spent an hour in the li- 
brary, looking over his most impor- 
tant mail. After breakfast he, with 
Mrs. McKinley and Mrs. Pitcairn, took 
a stroll through thé extensive grounds 
surrounding the Pitcairn residence, and 
then spent another in the library, At 
10:45 o’clock the President was driven 
to Christ Methodist Episcopal Church, 
where he heard an eloquent sermon 
preached by Rev. Daniel Dorchester, 
Ph.D., who took for his text Romans 
xii, 4-5: “For as we have many mem- 
bers in one body and all members have 
not the same office; so, we, bein 
many, ‘are one body in Christ an 
severally members one of another.” 

In the afternoon, the President and 
Mrs. McKinley, accompanied by Mr. 
and Mrs. Pitcairn, took a drive through 
Schenley Park, under the escort of E. 
M. Bigelow, Director of Public Works, 
and Max Leslie, chairman of the Kecep- 
tion Committee. Before the ride had 
extended over about two miles, Mrs. 
McKinley became fatigued and the 
party returned home. 

In the evening, the 7-o’clock dinner 
was an informal affair, no person be- 
the distinguished 
guests and the immediate Pitcairn 
family. In anticipation of a very busy 
day tomorrow, the President retired at 
an early hour. 


POSTMASTER AT HOME. 


Gen. Mathews Says He Never Had 
Any Intention of Resigning. 

Postmaster John R. Mathews re- 
turned late Saturday night from his 
vacation trip through the northern 
part of the State. He left Mrs. Math- 
ews, who was ill during the greater 
part of their stay in the north, at 
Gilroy, her old “home, a few miles 
south of San José. Before returning 
home Mrs. Mathews will visit Monterey 
for the benefit of her health. 

To a Times’ reporter Postmaster 
Mathews said last night that there 
was absolutely no truth in the rumor 
that he intended to resign his position, 
“T expect” he said, “to serve out the 
four years of my term, and have never 
thought of resigning. The newspapers 
have printed s0 many things about 
what I was going to do that I began 
to think that I did not know myself. 
It is my intention to discharge the 
duties of my office to the best of iny 
ability until my term expires, and then 
to make ‘way for whomever may be 
indorsed by the local representative 
and appointed bv the President.” 

Gen. Mathews was appointed post- 
master in December, 1895, but owing to 
delays in the forwarding of papers, did 
not assume the office until January 
15. According to the usage and cour- 

sy of the his term will 
expire until that day. 
While in the north the postmaster 
saw Architect J. W. Roberts, and in- 
duced him to come and examine the 
Federal building in Los Angeles nearly 
a month before he had contemplated 
so doing. Gen. Mathews emphasized 
the needs of the local office and os a 
result Mr. Roberts has already ®2nt 
his report to Washington. Gen. Math- 
ews said he was not well enough in- 
formed on the question of purchasing 
additional land for the building site, to 
give an opinion as to the probable ef- 
fect the question of the price put on 
the lot will have on the action of the 
Government. 


SCHILLINGER CAPTURED. 


Prisoner Who Escaped Retaken by (| 


Los Angeles Detectives. 

After avoiding the police authorities 
for several months, Karl Schillinger 
was arrested at Green Meadows yes- 
terday afternoon by Detectives Auble 
and Flammer. He demurred when 
the warrants for his arrest were served, 
and gave the officers a lively tussle be-. 
fore the handcuffs were securely placed 
on his wrists. : 

Schillinger was arrested last Decem- 
ber, but in attempting to escape Detect- 
ive Auble shot him in the right arm. 
This cowed him and he was taken to 
the County Hospital, that the wounded 
arm might receive medical treatment. 
In order to preclude his escape from 
the hospital, he was chained to the 
bed. By some unknown means he man- 
aged to obtain a saw and thus effected 
his release.

CYCLE PATH ASSURED. 


Encouragement for the Committee 
Coming from All Sides. 

The cycleway to Santa Monica is now 
practically assured. A strip of ground 
six feet wide has been set apart by 
the Supervisors for the entire eighteen 
miles over which the path is to run. 
As will be seen by the accompanying 
map, for a distance of three or four 
miles the path will use the main trav- 
eled road. This is because the meadow 
land immediately to the west of the 
hill on Washington street is so low 
that the surface of the path would have 
to be elevated there or four feet, caus- 
ing a heavy expense. The efficiency of 
the cycleway, however, will not be im- 
paired, as the Supervisors have agreed 
to put the road over this stretch in 
good condition. 

The Board of Supervisors have from 
the start looked with much favor on 
the proposed cycleway, as they believe 
it will prove a strong incentive to the 
improvement of the county roads, the 
agitation for which has already touched 
the public pulse, but not the public | 
purse. By the improvement of this sec- 
tion of the roadway, not only will the

! tains a very neat phmphlet devoted 
to the interest of cycle paths, and from 
it much information has been gath- 
ered. Everywhere that the bicycle 
path has existed under good manage- 
ment, the reports indicate that ihe m- 
sult has been satisfactory in the ex- 
treme, Strong opposition has often 
been met ot first, but when the farm- 
ers and others who owned property 
adjoining the route of the propused 
bicycle path learned that, in most 
ways, the interests of the wheelmen 


were identical with their own, the 
opposition died away and in many 
cases outlying towns became most 


potent helps in the construction and 
maintenance of these paths. 

Isaac B. Potter, editor of the pam- 
phlet, thus sums up situation: 
“Cyclists' who live in cities,.sometimes 
declare in a thoughtless way ogainst 
the construction of cycle paths, but I 
have found that a better knowledge of 
the uses and effects of the cycie-path 
movement rubs out the opposition and 
unifes its friends. There are no cy- 
clists. awheel who do not follow the 
smoothest, hordest strips of highway 
afforded, and wish that these strips 
were capacious and continuous. The 
general interests of cycling will be best 
promoted in the United States by the 
construction of these paths. The bi- 
cycle, with all its marvelous possibi:i- 
ties, can only reach its full measure of 
usefulness when the public highways 
are made fit for its use. Three-fourths 
of the bicvcle riders of the country 
know nothing of the full utility of the 
wheel, neither can that knowledge ever 
be acquired by them or demonstrated 
to their neighbors, while cycling travel 
is hampered and hindered by_ the 
streaks of roote? soil, which in 
mony parts of our country are now 
called roads.” 


In 1896, at the instigation of the 
wheelmen of Lockport, N. Y., five 
sidepath commissioners were 


pointed by the Supervisors, and a gen- 
eral tax of 50 cents per annum levied 
on all wheelmen, for the construction 
of cycleways. The farmers proved en- 
thusiastic and offered teams and labor 
free. Much money was raised by sub- 
scription and through the press. Thirty 
miles of path, from six ‘to eight feet 
in width, was constructed, ot an aver- 
age cost of $250 per mile, Crushed 
sandstone siftings were found to make 
the best surface and cinders were 
used as a base. 

The twin cities, Minneapolis and St. 
Paul,have over fifty miles of sidepaths 
running to neighboring resorts. some 
of the paths cost less than $100 per 
mile. The paths were built with a 
slightly crowning cross-section and 
one-fourth inch of gravel and coarse 


sand was used as a surface. 
In Oneida county, N. Y.,'a bicycle 
path association was formed The 


membership increased from 500 to 3892 
in one year. A wheel plate costing 50 
cents was used to identify the support- 
ers of the movement and failure to 
provide one classed the rider -as a 
“sponge. As a result, nearly all sub- 
scribed, and over sixty mies of path 
were built. This started. a general 
campaign on the part of the farmers 
for good roads. The bicyclists found 


that the saving in repairs more than 
repaid the membership fee.

‘“‘My only regret,’ said he, “is that we 
could not have granted the boys a ten- 
foot strip instead of six feet, which is 
the maximum allowed by the law. I 
am very peful that the improvement 
will lead the way for better roads all 
over the county. The law under which 
the strip was granted does not provide 
that any of the county funds shall be 
diverted to the ct benefit of the 
‘cycleway, but w will do what we can 
to ‘make it'as 

The committee from the Associated 
Cycling Clubs and the League of Amer- 
ican Wheelmen are overjoyed at the 
hearty support received trom the peo- 
ple. Chairman Jenkins said, “It seems 
to me as if it must be a dream. We 
had expected some opposition at first, 
but everything has appeared to come 
our way so far. Every day people ask 
when they will be allowed to subscribe 
to the cycle-path fund, and there are 
many applications for the buttons, now 
being manufactured in Newark, N. ‘J. 
The committee has decided, however, 
not to accept one cent until the actual 
construction is ready to be commenced, 
and then the ribald editors of one or 
two insignificant journals, that have 
so far formed the only opposition to 
the movement, will have no chance to 
attribute any but philanthropic motives 
to the members of the committee.”’ 

Yesterday several of the most en- 
thusiastic wheelmen, accompanied by 
the County Surveyor, went over the 
three miles of path leading west from 
the city limits along Washington 
street, and tomorrow the actual work 
of the survey will begin. It is the 
present intention to _ utilize disinte- 
grated granite, which E. P. Clark of the 
Los Angeles-Pacific Railway has of- 
fered to furnish at cost, for half of this 
distance, and to try oil sprinkling on 
the natural gravel for the rest of the 
three miles. Whichever proves to be 
the most desirable, all things consid- 
ered, will be used to construct the en- 
tire path. 


Where oil sprinkling has been tried 


the results have been satisfactory, ex- 
cept that it makes the path a trifle 
slow. The rubber. of the tire sticks to 
the ground somewhat as it does to the 
asphalt pavement on a hot day. The 
disintegrated granite presents a hard, 
rebounding surface, but is much more 
expensive. 

- Some people have pointed out the 
undouhted fact that’a- bicyc'e path to 
Santa Monica has been proposed many 
times before and the endeavor to build 
it has signally failed. The previous 
movements, however, have not had the 
systematic hacking of strong organi- 
zations, ond the encouragement from 
public authorities, thot has done so 
much to further the plans of the pres- 
ent committee, and present indications

In the East, water is used 
for sprinkling, but here it is intended 
to experiment with oil. On most of the 
tracks section hands are employed to 
keep the surface in repair. 


CARNIVAL OF SPORTS, 


International Feature of the Coming 
Pan-American Exposition. 

One ofthe chief features of the Pan- 
American Exposition which will be held 
at Buffalo from May 1 to November 1, 
1901, will be an international carnival 
of sports. Athletes from far and near 
will be gathered to compete. in every 
form of athletics. This carnival will be 
absolutely unique in exposition history, 
and will be given on so vast a scale that 
a fortune will necessarily be expended 
in arranging-the details and hanging 
up the prizes and purses. 

The present plan provides for the 
construction of a Roman stadium or 
race course. The preliminary plot of 
the grounds, which has been submitted 
by the advisory board of architects, and 
which was promptly accepted by the 
Executive Committee and the director 
of works, shows that this stadium wil] 
be one of the great features of the 
grounds. The building, which will be 
constructed in connection with the 
administration building, will be a trifle 
over 1200 feet in length, by half as 
many in width; this covering the vast 
floor space of over 720,000 square feet. 

Within this great inclosure the man- 
agement of the exposition intends to 
gather during the progress of the fair 
the best athletes from every country in 
the world, and for rich purses and 
prizes let them compete in feats of 
strength, speed, skill and daring. 

The details of this athletic meet have 
not yet been arranged, but endugh has 
been done to enlist the interest of 
sporting men all over the United States, 
and it now appears as though the un- 
dertaking ought to prove a success, at 
least from an athletic standpoint. 
+ Tests of skill and feats of daring, in 
which the American athlete can meas- 
ure his prowess with the physical abil- 
ity of representatives of other nations, 
cannot but prove a very interesting 
feature to the thousands of people who 
will throng the exposition grounds dur- 
ing the summer months of 1901.

We 
hope the fraternal organizations will take 
hold of it, and that all benevolent pecple 
will become interested. The doctors will do 
their part, all of them, but insist on keep- 
ing free from the control. We believe that 
if the organization is started in the right 
way it will receive handsome bequests from 
people of means, and Pasadena will have 
a hospital built-on a pernmfanent basis. We 
must have it, and the way to have it is to 
get it.”

Used Fraudulent Diplomas — He 
Will Endeavor to Clear Himeelf

SAN BERNARDINO, Aug. 27.—[ Regular 
Correspondence.}] J. C. Ruymann, principal- 
elect of the Rialto schools, who was arrested: 
Friday and. lodged in jail here on a felony 
eharge of using fraudulent diplomas to secure 
teacher's certificate, preferred against him 
by the Cotnty Board of Ba@ucation, admits 
that he is guilty. An attempt will probably 
be made to clear him on technical grounds. 
Ruymann is charged with having “doctored’”’ 
several diplomas from Cornell College, Iowa, 
and from schools, substituting hie name for 
that of the graduates to whom the diplomas 
were issued, in order to obtain the principal- 
ship of the Rialto schools without passing an 
examination. 

“I can blame only myself,” he says; “I 
had to do something, and wanted the school 
at Rialto. I had taught with success im 
Iowa, and believed I could do the same here. 
I am well educated, but doubted my ability 
to pass for a certificate in the lower 
branches, with which I am not familiar. I 
had the diploma of a friend, who was a 
Sraduate of Cornell College. I substituted 
my name for his, and presented the diploma 
to the county board. A State certificate was 
required, as this college was not an accred- 
ited school. That led to the fixing up of the 
certificate from the State Superintendent of 
Schools of Iowa. This ig the first time I 
= done anything wrong. My people are 
residents of Jackson, Minn.’’

IN THE OIL FIELDS. 


PART STILL 
CENTER OF ATTRACTION, ! 


All Available Land Being Rapidly 
the Coalinga District—At San 
Pedro and Del Mar — Columbia 

Company. 


Attention in the Los Angeles field 
still centers at the western front, to 
the east and west of Hoover street, be- 
tween First and Sixth streets. Evi- 
dence is accumulating that the exten- 
sion of the oil belt in the old poriion 
of the western field is along the line 
indicated in this column last week, 


- and which is considerably to the north 


of Westlake Park. Oil producers are 
so much impressed with this belief 
that they are rapidly securing all loose 
lands lying along that line within the 
boundaries of First and Sixth streets, 
where the former at Hoover. street 
takes a more due westerly course. 

On Nob Hill tract the Los Angeles 
Railway Company has just commenced 
operations on its well No. 4, situated 
on lot No. 6, block F. Work on its 
No, 2 well has for the present been 
stopped, but it is in oil in No. 3. 

Messrs, Strasburg, Hughes. and 
Graves are drilling in the same block 
as the railway company, about 100 feet 
west of the latter’s well No. 1. They 
have been drilling for ten days, and 
are now down 400 feet, in hard ground. 
They expect to go 1200 fret, striking the 
first sands at 1000 feet. They have 
secured five lots in that section for 
which they paid $4000. ; 

The Rex Oil Company has secured 160 
acres out there, near First street, and 
Clark & Bryan have leased thirty-two 
acres. right west of Hoover street, be- 
tween Third and Sixth streets, from 
Mrs. Chattoo. Still further west Frank 
C. Garbutt, and other parties inter- 
ested with him have secured working 
rights on a large tract a little south 
of what would be an extension of Sixth 
Street. These latter parties have a 
well down 900 feet, but the water pres- 
sure was so great that it crushed in 
their casing. As soon as they get that 
straightened out they will go down 
deeper. The indications for oil in that 
well are said to be good. W. L. Har- 
dison has over 300 acres there, nearly 
all of which is west of Hoover street 
between First and Sixth streets. Al- 
though he declined to discuss/the mat- 
ter in detail, Mr. Hardison/is of the 
opinion that they are on’ the right 
track for oil in that western extension.

Work 
on well No. 2 has been stopped for 
the time being at 750- feet. The well 
is in good condition, and drilling will 
be resumed at a later date. In their 
No. 3 well, work on which was started 
last week, they are down eighty feet. 
The Santa Fé Company is increasing 
its storage capacity in the Fullerton 
field, being now nearly double what 
‘it was a few months ago. 

Things in the Coalinga field are com- 
paratively quiet, while the search for 
‘water is being diligently pursued. The 
new steam rig is at work in the valley 
under the direction of Capt. McClurg 
of the Selma Oil Company. Two water 
holes+have been sunk, both of which 
were dry, and work on the third one 
fis on. This latter is down, at last 
advices, 250 feet, and the indications 
for water in it are reported to be ex- 
cellent. Water is the one essential 
wanting in the Coalinga field. The 
Selma company has one well down 
1700 feet, but is “hung up” for lack 
‘of water. The Blue Goose well has 
been deepened, and is again pump- 
ing. The Home No. 4 well, lately in- 
jured by fire, is again in order and 
pumping 400 barrels a day. No. 8 of

It is stated on the streets today that 
the Southern Pacific has contracted to 
haul 30,000 barrels of oil per month 
from Coalinga, in addition to the 50,000 
now being regularly shipped from Oil 
City. The establishment of the Oil 
Exchange in San Francisco has 
greatly strengthened public confidence 
in oil stock, and though only about 10 
per cent. of the companies already in- 
corporated here are actually producing 
oil, boring and prospecting are going 
on as rapidly as the scarcity of water 
will permit. The new well of the 
Coalinga Oil Company is finished, and 
it is believed that it will exceed the 
product of the noted Blue Goose well 
by. 300 barrels a day. Five new der- 
ricks are now in progress of erection 
for different companies, and the re- 
cent sharp advance in the price of 


petroleum has caused a feverish ac- 


tivity at Oil City and Coalinga, tke 
product being hauled away to market 
as fast as it can be run into the 
tanks.”

Of course, we do nol expect 
to find illuminating oi) here--that is 
not the character of this region, any- 
where from Ventura south.”
